In Saturday’s three-quarters haudicap May 
Beach had every thihg her own way. In the 
first place her weight was light, 98 pounds, then 
again the track was dry, and Vititoe, who is 
about the best boy riding here to get away, was 
up. All thrso things considered it is no wonder 
that the talent lit upon her as the best thing of 
the day and backed her from 8 to 5 down to 6 to 
^ Vititoe m ide a bad mistake at the begin- 
ning with her. He took her close to the inside 
down the backstretch, and as the going was 
deep there he anchored her to a considerable ex- 
tent. The boy had presencs of mind enough, 
however, to go to tbe outside on the far turn 
and as soon as the filly hit tbe hard, dry going 
she shot to the front like a fiasb, eventually 
winning well in band. The two-yrar-old Alice 
Turner ran a phenomenal race and flniahed aeo- 
ond. 

Mitch eli’a perfect ride on Little Singer in the 
opening mile and fifty yarda race was one of the 
main features of the day. Little Singer was an 
equal favorite with Egbart at 2 to 1 but on ao- 
eouat of the difference in riders Little Singer 
caught the bulk of the betting patronage. This 
was good judgment, for Mitchell rated the filly 
cleverly in a good position all the way, and, 
avoiding all interference, won a well earned 
purse. On the other hand Flick rode a bad 
race cn Egbart, letting him quit with his 
month wide open. 

The fourth, fifth and sixth races furnished 
extremely close finishes and tbe big half holi- 
day crowd seemed to thoroughly enjoy them- 
selves. 

Boney Boy was the one that stood a terrific 
drive through the entire length of the stretch 
and managed to stay long enough to beat 
Moroni by a narrow margin in tbe fourth event.

GOSSIP OF THIS TURF. 

The following cfficial ruling was made by the 
judges at Newport Friday : “After careful in- 
▼estigation we find that H. D. Brown, owner 
and trainer, did not use proper precautions to 
prevent a breach of the peace, but on the con- 
trary, in conjunction with George Keating, 
Charles Keating and Ted Welker, sought and 
precipitated a disgraceful fight upon the 
grounds and within tbe office building of the 
Queen City Jockey Club, greatly to the damage 
and detriment of th« sport. It is not onr in- 
tention to pass upon this affair in its rela- 
tion to the causes which let up to it and 
to the individual liability of the par- 
ticipants, but simply as raoiog officials and 
under racing rules made for the purpose of 
making the racecourses of the American Turf 
Congress safe and free from all lawlessness and 
danger to participants and patrons. 

“We therefore, under rule 192 of the American 
Racing Rules, adopted by the American Turf 
Congress, effective January 1, 1899, rule off for 
life the following persons: H. D. Brown, Ted 
Welker, George Keating and Charles Keating. 

“Rule 192 reads as follows: ’If any owner, 
trainer, jockey or attendant, or any person 
uses improper language to the racing officials, 
or if any person is guilty of using profane or in- 
decent language, carrying or exhibiting a 
deadly weapon or otherwise disturbing the 
peace on any racetrack inclosure, he shall be 
fined, suspended or ruled off.’
